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First for giving families a fresh start 


A COUNCIL scheme set up to 
support families in crisis and give 
them a fresh start is among the most 
successful in the capital. 

The royal borough’s Families 1st 
programme has seen better results 
than other similar schemes in London 
according to government figures. 

They show that three-quarters of the 
families getting support from Families 1st 
have been able to turn their lives around. 
This amounts to 266 families - more than 
anywhere else in London.

The programme, run with partners from 
the voluntary sector, was launched to help 
troubled families turn their lives around 
and to get individual family members 
into work. It’s part of an initiative known 
nationally as ‘Troubled Families’, which 
works with families helping them to tackle 
a range of problems including youth 
crime, anti-social behaviour, truancy, 
unemployment or health concerns. 

A dedicated key worker is appointed to 
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get the root causes of problems within 
the home. They provide high levels of 
support and also set challenging targets 
for family members to achieve to get their 
lives back on track. 

Council staff spend time in the family 
home and reduce their contact as families 
gain the skills and confidence to go 
forward without help. 

The borough’s Families 1st successes 
have included: 

• Getting adults into training or 
employment, with some working for the 
very first time 
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• Tackling long-term anti-social 
behaviour 

• Getting children back into school and 
improving their results 

• Improving relationships between 
family members 

• Preventing families from being evicted 
through signing up to payment plans.

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Pupils take over Cutty Sark

TREASURE hunts and 
places to hide would be 
part of the Cutty Sark 
visitor experience, if 
children who ‘took over’ 
the famous landmark had 
their way. 

A class from St Alfege’s 
with St Peter’s Primary, in 
Greenwich, had plenty of 
“brilliant” ideas, said Cutty 
Sark learning manager 
Catherine Stevenson. 

The 28 youngsters presented 
their feedback through 
films and written reports to 
managers at the end of Kids 
in Museums Takeover Day. 

It was a national 
scheme organised by the 
independent charity Kids in 
Museums and the Children’s 
Commissioner. 

Catherine said: “They came 
up with some brilliant ideas. 
They said we could do a 
treasure hunt, or have hiding 
places. They wanted fun and 
jokes and comedy. They had 
some really nice ideas which 
they had started to think 
through. 

“One of them said perhaps 
we could have clues and you 
could use a compass as your 
guide, so they were thinking 


of things that used sailor 
skills.” 

She added that the day was 
one part of a bigger review 
of how visitors explore 
the Cutty Sark, featuring 
feedback from groups and 
families, too. 

Ideas will now be analysed 
to see what can be done in 
the short and long term, she 
said. 

Catherine added of 
Takeover Day: “We would 
love to do something similar 
again next year, maybe as 
part of a slightly different 
programme.” 

Children had the chance not 
only to offer insights about 
improvements to the visitor 
experience but see how jobs 
were done in museums. 

One youngster who visited 
the Cutty Sark, Arianna 
Everley, aged 10, said: “I 
think it’s really great that 
you’re asking children what 
they think of Cutty Sark. As 
you’re improving it for the 
children it would be better 
to ask it straight from them. 
Sometimes adults don’t 
understand.”

September. 

Beneficiaries include a Plumstead mum- 
of-five who said: “I had low self-esteem 
and they helped me, speaking to me not 
as someone in authority but as a friend. 

“They work with the children as well, 
helping them get into clubs and on 
courses. They helped me go on a cookery 
course and a food and hygiene course, and 
I’ve had two job offers so far. 

“My life has completely changed. They 
brought my confidence up and made me 
feel that I wasn’t a failure any more.” 

A Charlton family got help sorting out 
housing benefit, rent arrears and council 
tax. The mother who has five children, 
said: “We were just hitting a brick wall. 
But our case worker, was absolutely 
fantastic. 

“She helped with some education issues 


with my daughters’ schooling, organised 
activities for my children during the 
school holidays and helped my son with 
getting an apprenticeship. She has done 
so much.” 

Families 1st is one of several royal 
borough initiatives set up to help 
struggling families tackle poverty. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “Many congratulations to 
all the families who have taken steps to 
turn their fortunes around. 

“The high numbers willing to get 
involved with Families 1st is a great 
testament to their willingness to tackle 
their problems. It also demonstrates the 
hard work and commitment of all our 
staff who support them. 

“Families 1st supports our policy to 
raise people’s skills, qualifications and 
aspirations so that they know they are 
important to making the future of Royal 
Greenwich a success for all.” 


Decision on fire station within weeks 


A DECISION on the 
future of Woolwich’s 
historic fire station is 
expected within weeks. 

A judicial review into 
the closure of 12 fire 
stations across London 
finished at the High Court 
on Friday. A decision 
is expected either just 
before Christmas or 
early in the new year. 

The royal borough 


joined six other London 
councils to fight plans to 
close fire stations as part 
of an efficiency drive. 

The councils argued 
that the plan does not 
take into account fire 
risk factors in inner 
London, which is more 
densely populated, has 
more deprived and 
disadvantaged residents 
who are at greater risk 


from fire, and where 
fire responses are 
often more complex. 

Woolwich’s station, in 
Sunbury Street, built in 
1887, is said to be the 
oldest in the capital. 

If the plans go ahead, the 
capital would also lose 14 
fire engines along with 
552 operational posts and 
the fire stations would 
close early in January.

DANIEL Sutton has been crowned the 
first winner of the Greenwich Master 
Chef competition for students. 

The contest was run by Shooters Hill 
Post 16, which has catering courses and a 
restaurant, and ran the contest for Year 
11 and 12 students across the borough. 

There were four contestants at last 
Wednesday’s finals, Daniel winning 
with a recipe of sticky chicken, rice and 
asparagus. 

Daniel had been put through to the final 
from Eltham Hill Post 16, where he is 
studying hospitality BTECH level 3. 

He beat other entrants from John Roan, 
Shooters Hill, Plumstead Manor and 
Greenwich Community College. 

Stephen Wilson, head of catering and 
hospitality at Shooters Hill, said: “The

There are huge opportunities to 
get into catering.” 

The judges included professional chefs 
who tasted the entries. Entrants were 
given the choice of preparing a poultry 
dish or a vegetarian one with ingredients 
limited to £12. 

“They all chose chicken dishes served 
with rice,” said Stephen. 

“The winner chose to serve grilled 
asparagus, which was quite something. 
All the judges were quite impressed with 
that. It’s quite a complex thing to do. 

“I think it was the flavour combination 
of sticky chicken and rice and the 
aspargus flavour which impressed, as 
well as the presentation.”

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Carers urged 
to ask for aid

CARERS from across the royal 
borough gathered at Charlton House 
to mark national carers’ rights day 
last Friday. 

The drop-in event, jointly organised by 
the royal borough and the Greenwich 
Carers’ Centre, had a ‘market place’ of 
services on show designed to support 
carers and the people they care for. 

This included advice on benefits, carer 
support services, employment, social care 
and keeping healthy. 

The event was part of a campaign by the 
royal borough and the Greenwich Carers’ 
Centre that encourages carers to apply for 
a ‘Carer’s Assessment. 

This is a discussion about a carer’s role 
and how caring impacts on their life. 

It looks at what support is available to a 
carer and, by completing the assessment, 
carers will receive advice and access to 
support services. 

They can also find out if they are eligible 
for a carer’s personal budget of between 
£50 and £500 and find information on 
practical support available for the person 
they care for. 


Kristina Chesher, who lives in 
Thamesmead, has been a full-time carer 
for her grandmother Margaret Moyes 
since July 2011. 

She completed a carer’s assessment 
and was awarded a £250 personal budget 
from the scheme alongside her carer’s 
allowance and income support. 

She told GT: “I’m a full time carer 
looking after my nan, living with her 
during the day. I help her out with lots 
of things, from getting dressed and out 
of bed to providing her with food and 
drink.” 

On the challenges she faces as a carer, 
she explained: “Nan has dementia and 
sometimes forgets things that I say. 

“She sometimes gets confused about 
things like doctor’s appointments. 

“I wanted to help my nan, who couldn’t 
cope on her own. We first contacted 
Greenwich Council through social 
services and they told us about our 
options. We have an upstairs flat and now 
have had rails and steps to help access to 
the patio.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for adult and older 
people’s services, said: “Carers provide a 
vital role across Greenwich and there is 


a range of financial support available to 
full-time carers. 

“Not everyone who is a carer defines 
themselves as such and therefore may be 
missing out on the funding and support 
they are entitled to. 

“I’d urge anyone who provides regular 
support for a partner, relative, neighbour 
or friend to get a Carers Assessment 
which will give access to advice and also 
a personal budget of up to £500.”

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Volunteer cooks increase shelter meals 


VOLUNTEER cooks have 
set about their huge task 
of making around 3,000 
meals for the 999 winter 
club shelter in Deptford. 

The shelter for the 
homeless opened on 
Monday (December 2) and 
it is hoped that fundraising 
can keep it open until 
March. 

The group of volunteers 
has grown over three 
winters from five friends 
who met each week in 
a cafe, to a 50-strong 
group of residents from 
Greenwich. 

While the 999 Club 
winter project is run by 
St Alfege Church, not 
all the volunteers are 
churchgoers. 


For the past three 
winters, about 2,000 meals 
have been made. 

The volunteers shop, 
chop, cook, deliver and 
wash up to ensure that 
every guest that passes 
through the 999 Club Night 
Shelter has a good evening 
meal, including pudding. 

This year, not only is the 
group aiming to increase 
the number of meals by 
50 per cent, but the shelter 
also needs a minimum 
of paid staff, making 
fundraising vital. 

Guests routinely 

stay for weeks while 
day time support at the 
999 Club helps them to 
find hostels, permanent 
accommodation, detox, 


rehabilitation, benefits, help 
with employment, debt, 
clothes and education. 

A collection will be taken 
at the candlelit service of 
nine lessons and carols at 
the church at 6.30pm on 
Sunday December 15.

Teen sentenced for sexual assault 


A 1 7-year-old from Greenwich was 
sentenced on November 22 to a supervision 
order for 24 months after being found 
guilty of sexual assault by touching. 
Sentenced at Woolwich Crown Court, he 
was also given a sexual offences prevention 
order preventing him from: 

• Approaching, communicating with or 
seeking to communicate with any lone 
female travelling on any form of public 
transport unless the female is employed by 
a transport provider and the purpose of the 
communication is about a travel enquiry. 

• Using an Oyster Card on public transport, 
unless it is registered in his own name. 


This order is in place until he is 21. 

The teenager was arrested in connection 
with an attack on October 22, 201 1, where 
he followed a 14-year-old girl off a bus and 
tried to engage her in conversation before 
grabbing and sexually assaulting her. 

# A man has been charged with robbery 
and remanded in custody by magistrates 
after an appeal in Greenwich Time. 

Joshua Chapman, 22, from Erith, was 
arrested on November 22, after officers 
in Plumstead received information from 
the public through Crimestoppers. Bexley 
magistrates ordered him to reappear at 
Woolwich Crown Court on December 6.

Conway, welcomed the proposal 
to make “significant investment” 
and improvements at the halls. 

He said: “We look forward to 
working in close collaboration 
with the royal borough to ensure 
our vibrant cultural offer is 
matched by state-of-the-art 
facilities across the borough.” 

James Haddrell, artistic and 
executive director of Greenwich 
Theatre, said: “Royal Greenwich 
is a borough with a long cultural 
history, home to companies and 


venues of national importance. 

“When the arts are facing 
cuts across the country, the 
local authority’s commitment 
to continuing and ultimately 
improving that provision is an 
impressive one.” 

A bid for Heritage Lottery 
Funding will be made in the new 
year.

Blitz nets 27 offenders across the borough 


TWENTY-SEVEN people were 
arrested across the borough for 
a range of domestic violence 
related offences last week. 

They were apprehended for 
a range of offences including 
assaults, criminal damage and 
harassment as part of Operation 
Athena. 

The Met Police operation, which 
focuses on domestic violence and 
abuse, saw officers proactively 
targeting dangerous and prolific 
offenders with arrests made in 
Abbey Wood, Eltham, Woolwich, 
Plumstead, Thamesmead and 
Maze Hill. 

Police from a special unit funded 
by the royal borough to tackle 
domestic violence have also 
been conducting welfare and 
reassurance visits to domestic 
violence victims and ensuring 
that those on bail for a range of 
offences are adhering to their bail 
conditions.

LOCAL historian Neil 
Rhind has collaborated 
with other masters of 
the past to create two 
new history books on 
royal borough landmarks. 

‘Walking the Heath’ is due out this 
week while ‘Greenwich Revealed’ 
has already sold dozens of copies 
within days of publication. 

Both have been published by the 
Blackheath Society and give a new 
insight into familiar locations for 
residents and visitors alike. 

Walking the Heath, has been 
written in collaboration with 
Blackheath Society committee 
member Roger Marshall. 

The 70-page book contains more 
than 60 illustrations; many rare and 
unusual and some in colour. 

It offers three guided walks across 
and around the Heath, covering the 
Vanbrugh Pits, the Paragon, the 
Village, Eliot Place, Whitefield’s 
Mount, Eliot Pits, Dartmouth 
Terrace, the Point and the Park Wall 
from Rangers House to the Maze 
Hill War Memorial - with historical 
details on many of Blackheath’ s 
historic houses. 

“The book is a geographical and 
topographical history of the Heath 
and we’ve put in quite a lot of 
historical matter and maps to guide 
people,” said Neil. 

“The 250 acres of the Heath seem to 
be treeless plain but when you start 
to explore it closely there is lots to 
see,” Neil told GT. 

He dismissed common belief that 
the Heath was once a burial ground 
for victims of the plague insisting: 
“Blackheath isn’t named after 
the Black Death and there are no 
burial pits. Its named derives from 
an old English word referring to its 
blackened soil. 

“And it isn’t actually a common but 
open manorial land which was given 
for the use of people in 1871.”

Neil’s second book 

Greenwich Revealed, was written with 
the former archivist for Greenwich 
Heritage Centre Julian Watson. 

It includes a recently discovered 
collection of drawings of Greenwich 
streets made in about 1705 by a 
seemingly unknown draftsman/ 
surveyor, but almost certainly thought 
to be architect Nicholas Hawksmoor, 


who designed the Old Royal Naval College. 
The collection of “strip” drawings lay 
unrecognised for over 200 years in the 
archives of the Earl of Pembroke at 
Wilton House and were brought to Neil’s 
attention by an architectural historian 
friend. 

The drawings show many buildings, 
of which there are no other surviving 
images, including the mediaeval church 
of St Alfege, storm damaged in 1710; the 


plain version of the Trinity Almshouses 
on the river edge; and a remarkable run 
of houses on Crooms Hill which survive 
little altered today. 

Local artist and Greenwich history 
enthusiast Peter Kent provided bird’s-eye 
views of early 18 th century Greenwich for 
the book. 

“When I saw them my eyes nearly fell 
out and I immediately contacted Julian. 
Together we have identified most of them 


and it’s remarkable what buildings still 
remain, ’’enthused Neil.

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'People still don't realise BMX is in the Olympics'

“It all started when my husband [Perry] 
won some tickets to the test event for the 
Olympics, which was held a year before,” 
said Sharan. 

“She’d been playing football from the 
age of five and she just said ‘I don’t want 
to do that anymore, I want to do this’.” 

The nearest venue where the sport could 
be taken up was Greenwich’s Hornfair 
Park BMX track, which had just been 
created as part of the royal borough’s 
playground to podium legacy programme. 

The venue had only recently opened 
and after Megan joined in the Saturday 
training sessions Sharan soon signed up 
to the committee. 

When others on the committee had to 
pull out, she took on the chairmanship 
and found enough volunteers to put 
together a full committee again. 

Now, about 35 youngsters from an 
80-strong membership, including Megan’s 
older brother Owen, practise there 
regularly. 

After holding some club events, 
Greenwich has now hosted a London 
BMX winter series event, when another 
club pulled out two months beforehand. 

Just under 200 riders descended on 
Hornfair Park, from across the south, for 
the event in mid-November. 

“It’s the biggest event we’ve done so far. 
For us as a club it was huge,” said Sharan. 

Events at weekends have also taken 
the Duhigs to Manchester, the home of

British Cycling, which has now appointed 
Megan’s coach Mark Seaman as their 
BMX coach, giving her the best chance of 
developing her skills. 

Like Shanaze Reide, Britain’s only 
female BMX competitor in the Olympics, 
life for riders never runs smoothly. 

Sharan said of her daughter: “She’s a 
bit of a dare devil. The first time she rode 
she broke her arm and was out for three 
months.” 

But that has not put her off. 

Megan will head back this month to 
Manchester, where, the last time she 
competed, she finished third behind 
the world number seven and European 
number six. 

“Many people still don’t even realise 
BMX is in the Olympics,” said Sharan, who 
adds that awareness and participation 
is “definitely” on the increase since the 
London Games, when the sport was 
included for just the second time. 

If it were not for those tickets won by 
Perry, the Duhigs might not have done 
either. 

“Without the Olympic test race and the 
Olympic Park we probably wouldn’t have 
ever stumbled across the sport,” admitted 
Sharan.
